h e e a k l x 
history of 
Virginia 
re­ 
volves 
about 
the name of 
Capt. 
J o h n 
Smith. It was 
his 
In d o m ­ 
itable spirit which enabled the 
settlement at Jamestown to sur­ 
vive the privations and difficul­ 
ties that encompassed it during 
those first years. There in 10U7 
was made the first permanent 
English colony in America. The 
charter given by King James I

Other sub­ 
jects besides highway legislation may 
be submitted. 
The Governor stated 
several days ago that the advisability 
of reducing the state levy for pen­ 
sioning the blind from 2 to one-half 
of 1 per cent would be referred to the 
special session, since a levy of one- 
half of 1 per cent will easily meet 
the requirements of the law and pro­ 
vide the pensions it designate. 
The 
state income tax law and the corpora­ 
tion franchise tax law may also be 
submitted with 
a view to obtaining 
reductions. 


The Governor does not, 
however, 
show any disposation to open 
the 
floodgates of legislation to the special 
session. 
If he did so, every bill that 
failed at tin- regular session, 
and 
probably 
a great 
many 
new ones, 
would Ik* introduced and the special 
session might last beyond the period 
co n su m ed by the regular session.

the discretion of the court. 
Paris in 
particular .insists on good manners in 
her theaters.

But the trouble about all 
such legislation is that it makes the 
police the original judges of questions 
of manners. 
There is no public cen 
sor in Paris any more than in 
New 
York. 
Such a censor would presum 
ably know something about (the sub 
jeot. 
The police are too busy 
too 
know or to care, save when inaction 
is made uncomfortable for them by 
just or unjust agitation. 
We can’t 
help thinking as between the 
two 
plans the censorship would be more 
intelligent, 
certainly 
less likely 
to 
lend itself to the processes of graft- 
blackmail. 
No one defends bad man­ 
ners in France or in America. 
Stan­ 
dards and terminology make the dif­ 
ficulty. 
For the present, we imagine, 
New York will get along without any 
“bad manners” law. 
Her police are 
already adequately provided with the

prise, with those discretionary pow­ 
ers which are the thumbscrews

When a war is over, the first 
thing to be done is to ge.t rid of all 
the men who have come to the top 
by pushing it through. 
A war needs 
for its successful prosecution men of 
one idea; the idea of winning at all 
costs. 
This is a soldier’s 
business; 
and the soldier must be backed by 
statesmen—on whom Nature has im­ 
posed the limits that are imposed on 
the soldier by his profession. 
But 
the moment the war is over, 
this 
limitation becomes 
disastrous. 
1 he 
one idea of victory is replaced by the 
one idea of security: the dread of de­ 
feat, instead of being removed 
by 
victory, is merely transferred to the 
next war. 
When the order was given 
to cease firing in 1918 it should have 
been followed instantly by an order 
for the transportation of MM. Clem- 
enceau, Poincare, Lloyd George 
and 
Marshal Foch to some pleasant island 
in the South Seas or the Mediterran­ 
ean, and the cutting off of all com­ 
munication with that 
favored 
spot 
for three years at loa-t. Instead, they 
were left in charge of the affairs of 
Europe. 
Of course, they simply con­ 
tinued the war against enemies who 
had surrendered on 
President 
Wil­ 
son’s terms, 
which 
were 
promptly 
treated as scraps of paper. 
As there 
were no longer soldiers in tne 
field 
to be killed, they killed children by 
starvation. 
As there 
were no more 
blockhouses and wrire 
entanglements 
to. be battered down, 
they 
battered 
down international trade, 
by which 
alone Europe could be restored after 
four years’ devastation. 
They are 
doing it still. 
The war is not over: 
it has only become a one-sided war: 
that is, a massascre. If the massacre 
were being conducted by soldiers, at 
least the soldiers would he fed and 
clothed. 
But it is being 
conducted 
withut them; and the result is that 
there are 200,000 unemployed 
men 
ci-devant 
heroes, 
starving 
because 
they won the war. Even the profiteers 
are beginning to starve now, because 
their customers are ruined, at ho ne 
and abroad. 
That is the most cheer­ 
ful news I have to offer. 
The remedy 
is, of course, to stop the war 
and 
organize peace at all costs, just as 
the war was organized; but nobody 
seems to have th e slightest intention 
of doing it. 
So much the worse for 
civilization.—G.
